NISSIM MOSES, one of the country’s 
leading acoustic experts, is angry that so little is being 
done about this form of -pollution, and explains to 
AARON SITTNER why it is something that 
Israelis should really be making a racket about.

Government agencies might help 


to deal with the problem. For ex- 
ample, firms moving to develop- 
ment towns receive tax and loan 
benefits. Firms engaging In 


research and development can get 
up to 80 per cent of their costs for 
this covered by the Government. 
Why shouldn't the Government 
give financial assistance to help 
companies cut down on noise in 
their plants? 


PLANT NOISE sneaks up on you, 
says Moses, and if more and more 
workers are to be shifted from 
services to industry, in line with 
the Government's plans, then the 
true dimensions of industrial 
noise danger must be disclosed, 
Here's an example: a worker 
doing an eight-hour shift at a 
Steel-grinding machine putting 
out 100 decibels at about 2,000 
cycles per second will soon 
become acclimatized to the 
nuisance, just as he gets used to 
his nagging wife. But after ἃ few 
years 6n the job his ‘‘sound 
threshold" will have shifted so 
much that he is virtually deaf to 
frequenaies above 2,000 cps. Now, 
the human ear is most sensitive to 
the sound range between 1,000 and 
4,000 cps, with moat of the 
beautiful sounds — muaic, birds 
singing — lying closer to the upper 
range. So far, claims Moses, 
Iaraeli courts dealing in work 
compensation cases fail to 
recognize this awful truth. 
Tarael's repulsive rotse pollu- 
tion is not limited to industry. 
Moses accuses building contrac- 
tors and town planners of failing 
to care about the public welfare, 
“Hundreds of novel acoustic 
materials and techniques reach 
the market each year,"* he ex- 
plains, ‘‘yet Israel's contractors 
hardly pay any attention to them. 
“They could even doa better job 
with materials already at hand If 
they wanted to, In the average flat 
being built today, the builder 
brings the wall cinder-blocks up to 
a few centimetres of the junction 
points and then literally cuts cor- 
ners by filling in the space with 
plaster. Noise and other unwanted 
sound comes right through. The 
same happens with window 
frames: 4 pre-fabricated frame 
thrown into the opening, and the 
surrounding space [5 filled In with 
cheap mortar. No wonder so much 
street. noise gets through and 
makes domestic Ife nearly un- 
bearable." 


Proper planning of 
neighbourhoods could compen-

CONCERN ABOUT — and com- 
plaints against — aircraft nolse 
run directly proportional to 
Israelis’ socin-ceconomic level. 
Thus, Moses poluts out, the 
affluent residents of Kfar 
Shmaryahu register a great 
number of complaints about the 
occasional whirr, of a Piper Cub 
clreling over Herzliya Airport, 
producing a relatively low 22 
points on the N.E.F. scale, an in- 
dicator used to monitor the noise 
around an alrport. “But in Beit 
Dagan or Or Yehuda, where the 
N.E.F. hits 40, people just go on 
accepting it because they know 
nothing of their rights — their 
right to freedom from un: 
necessary noise-and their right to 
complain about it." 

Aside from aircraft noise, the 
racket produced by road traffic 
could algo be alleviated with a Lit- 
tle forethought. Why place bus 
stops on slopes, where starting-up 
requires more engine throttle? 
Moses asks. Why not set houses 
further hack from the roadway 
and plant at least four rows of 
sound-absorbing trees and 
shrubbory? Why not space and 
control traffic lights in such a way

A grim week 


IT HAS BEEN a very sombre 
week, what with news dominated 
by setbacks for Israel at the UN, 
the murder of a footballer, and the 
amashing victory aver the Ierael 
Government scored ‘by the Gush 
Emunim. Even the news depart- 
ment seemed to feel that they had 
prepared too bitter a cup for us, 
and tried on Friday night to pre- 
sent our UN aufferings in lighter 
vein, by means of a skit In which 
the organization split into two, the 
dominant Soviet-Arab-Third 
World majority being expelled to 
Lagos, leaving the few good boys 
to return to the UN's origina! prin- 
ciples. ~ 

It was ἃ good idea, but the ex- 
ecution was rather heavy-handed: 
furthermore, unfortunately, the 
satire was far oo remote from the 
truth to make a point. Such a divi- 
sion would leave Isracl and 
perhaps South Africa In the good 
camp, with the United States hav- 
Ing observer status: all other 
countries would prefer supping on 
oll and vodka at the rich men’s 
table to sharing the meagre fare 
of virtue. 

The one bright spot on the 
horizon {a the U.S. ambassador to 
the UN, Daniel Patrick Moynihan, 
who at times seems to me to be the 
best orator the UN hes ever had, 
with the possible exceptions of 
Abba Eban, Joe Tekoah and 
Chaim Herzog. Mind you, even 
Moynihan haa had a lapse, when 
he falled to veto the first Security 
Council resolution. Otherwise, 
however, he has spoken with the 
tongue of angels. 


The murder at Rehovot has at 
last got our sportsmen into the 
world news: I noticed in “The 
Observer" that it got our soccer a 
mention on the aports pages, ἃ 
commentator deriving some com- 
fort for the appalling behaviour of 
Engilsh players and crowds from 
the fact that at least they don't 
stab each other. I also saw a great 
quip by Denia Law, the one time 
"king" of Manchester United, 
about modern soccer: asked if he 
was training his sons to be foot- 
ballers, he gald that he was. Until 
the age of 15 they are not allowed 
to kick a ball, only people. 

Education Minister Aharon 
Yadlin's solution for the tragic 
problem of our sport, stopping it 
entirely, so that there will be no 
more grim incidents, reminds me 
of H.L. Mencken's comment on 
Roosevelt: he said that Roosevelt 
resolved the dilemma of starva- 
tlon in the midst of plenty by 
abolishing the plenty. Obviously 
we should aim at the knife and not 
at the ball. 


I AM SURE that it was only a 
coincidence, and not due to 
sadistic planners, that the dark 
news was followed by even 
gloomier features. There is no 
reason why our attention should 
not be drawn to the problem of 
druga, but I must say that a 
kindlier Television House might 
have given us a week of Gashash 
Hahiver, or old Marx Brothers 
comedies, or anything to divert us 
from the miseries of nine o’clock.

“Morasha" continues to sur- 
prise me by the nature of its 
items: somehow I thought it was 
reserved for Orthodoxy. Last 
week we had Ezer Weizman; this 
week, a sombre tour of the tiny 
Jewish community remaining in 
Athens. It was a very good 
documentary Indeed, although the 
mystery of why they remain there 
under such gloomy conditions was 
never resolved. 

I suppose they don't want to 
come to Israel because they've 
heard how depressing our televi- 
sion is.
